He pleaded for abso- 
lute freedom of conscience. 


Stresses Ideals of Nation. 


The speech of the clergyman, who 
is supporting Governor Smith, was 
broadcast under the auspices of the 
Democratic National Committee. Dr 
van Dyke prefaced hig attack on the 
campaign of intolerance by assert- 
ing that the founders of the Repub- 
lic had stood for religious liberty 
and he cited the section of the Con- 
stitution barring any religious test 
for public office.

REPORTS ON PROGRESS 
IN TREATING LEPROSY 





‘Dr. V. G. Heiser Tells Mission 


Representatives Chaulmoogra 
Oil-Is Aiding Work. 


Material progress in the treatment 
of leprosy through the use of chaul- 
moogra oil and its derivatives was 
reported yesterday by Dr. Victor G. 
Heiser, Far East director of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, to the con- 


cluding session of the Conference of | 


Leper Mission Representatives at the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church. 
The two-day meeting was attended 
by representatives from all.parts of 
the world. 

Chaulmoogra oil, Dr. Heiser said, 
“is still the backbone of all leprosy 
treatment.”’ The combined efforts of 
many nations have produced scien- 
tific discoveries for the. treatment of 
leprosy, he explained, which must be 
brought to the victims of the disease 
through such organizations as * 
American Mission to Lepers. 

“Tt is impossible to say ‘cured’ t 
meet everybody’s definition,” * De 
Heiser said, ‘‘but thousands have 
‘been discharged. More than 1,000 
from the Philippine -colony alone 
have been sent back to their honies, 
no longer showing any symptoms of 
leprosy.. Fifty per.cent. of young 
lepers can be cured if treated within 
ae years and all cases can be bene- 

ed. 

Dr. Heiser said that great improve- 
ments, in the treatment of leprosy. 
and further knowledge of means to 
prevent it would be found in the 
work to be carried on by the Leon- 
ard ‘Wood Memorial’ Fund in the 
Philippines. 

The conference gre ted a resolu- 
tion, .which: will be 5s to the 
Board of Directors, aakine that steps 
be taken to ‘organize a World Mis- 
sion to Lepers Association, which 
would seek closer affiliation with 
various Governments, of 
health and medical associations 
throughout the world.

What the Foundation offers is out- 
lined in the following extract from 
its circular: 

“For the season commencing with 
the Autumn of 1928, subscribers have 
the. definite promise of the produc- 
tion of ‘Macbeth,’ with Margaret 
Anglin starred as Lady Macbeth and 
Lyn Harding featured as Macbeth. 
This production will be sent on tour 
by Mr. Tyler, who in the past three 
years has given the country a series 
of revivals including ‘The Rivals,’ 
‘Trelawney of the Wells,’ ‘Diplomacy’ 
and ‘She Stoops to Conquer.’ The 
Players Club revival of ‘The Beaux’ 
Strategem,’ the English Restoration 
comedy, which the club _ presented 
with success in New York last Spring 
as its annual classic, will go into 
production for the ‘road’ with some 
of the principal stars of the Players 
Club cast. An effort wlil be made to 
obtain production of George Bernard 
Shaw’s ‘‘Androcies and the Lion’ for 
0. P. Heggie, who was the origina! 
Androcles both in England and the 
United States 

“Among other producers who are 
in accord with the plans are Win- 
throp Ames, Walter Hampden and 
Arthur Hopkins. Steps will be taken 
to induce Ames to tour one or 
more of his productions, such as “The 
Merchant of Venice,’ with George 
Arliss, and the Gilbert and Sullivan 
revivals. Mr. Hampden will be ap- 
proached for a ‘road’ showing of 

o de Bergerac’ or ‘Caponsac- 
chi.” From ur Hopkins ‘‘Bur- 
lesque’ or ‘Paris ‘Bound’ by Philip 
Barry, might be procurable. Thus 
the season tentatively outlined would 
present a well-blended program of 
classics, revivals and current stage 
successes—Elizabethan tragedy, Res- 
toration comedy, a modern English 
masterpiece by Shaw. and approved 
plays of American authorship.” 


‘Road’ Conditions Deplored. 
The status of the road at present 
is also.commented upon as follows 
by the Foundation: 


“The past fifteen years have been 
marked by a steady decline of inter- 
est on the ‘road’ in drama of high 
standard as well as by continuous in- 
erease..in the.costs, of production. 
The growing risk has discouraged 
meritorious plays..from..taking the 
‘road.’ The point has been reached 
where a good play cannot be certain 
of a successful tour unless provided 
with an all-star cast and preceded 
by a lecturer of national repute to 
excite’ interest; and even then it 
must book the shortest engagements 
to. attract. capacity houses. This 
méthod made it possible for the 
country to see such productions as 
the recent revivals of ‘The Rivals,’ 
‘Trelawny of the Wells,’ ‘Diplomacy’ 
and ‘She Stoops to Conquer.’ But, 
obviously, it is a method which few 
producers are equipped to attempt 
and it cannot be relied upon for that 
frequency which is required to keep 
the ‘road’ theatre open. 

“Formerly plays were written and 
produced in New York with an eye 
to. qut-of-town profits; but now the 
great majority of dramatic successes

to tell. He links his comedy ex- 
ee: with the scenes that come be- 
ore and after. He gives striking 
effects that are a part of the show- 
man’s life. There’s nobody he neg- 
* and it might be said that he 
is just as assiduous in his guidance 
of the dressing. room menial as he 
is of the principals. He has selected 
liis’ cast so that they, so far as is 
possible, suit the characters. He de- 
picts sympathy, cruelty, fear and 
cou in relatively few scenes, so 
that -from e time the chronicle 
starts one is absorbed in the happen- 
i and the actions of the char- 
acters. 

Without any prismatic effects this 
picture seems to make an impression 
of varied coiors as it surges along. 
One senses that the cloaks of the ‘‘4 
Devils,’’ acrobats par excellence, are 
scarlet; that the scowling circus man- 

er in the initial scenes has a jaun- 
diced complexion; that. the siren is 
arrayed in gray. and red; that the 
circus throngs lend gayety to. the 
scenes by the diversity in hues of 
their clothing, and that the old 
clown’s sad eyes and laughing mouth 
are streaked with. rouge. 

It is, however, the unfaltering man- 
ner in which Mr. Murnau attacks his 
scenes that is responsible for this 
picture’s greatness. One forgets the 
actors and thinks of the characters. 
It is not Janet Gaynor with whom 
one sympathizes, but with Marion, 
the — mtue⸗ creature who is 
called upon to. be one of the ‘4 
Devils.”” And so one deplores the 
conduct of Charles and at the same 
time realizes that the Lady, PP sat 
by Mary Duncan, is a most alluring 
woman. 

Sentiment, of course, is depicted in 
some of the scenes, but argue as you 
will, you may admit that in circus 
life there is a good deal of senti- 
ment, especially when a little titian- 
haired girl falls deeply in love with 
a dark-haired, good looking young 
man. It is not unlikely that this 
ordinarily cheerful Marion should 
seek to celebrate Charles’s birthday 
after the show in the usual way— 
with a cake and candles. It is only 
natural that her smile should fade 
from her expressive face and tears 
come to her eyes when Charles does 
not appear, as he had done with the 
**4 Devils’’ and the old clown night 
after night. 

Without any undue emphasis Mr. 
Murnau gives a graphic notion of the 
trapeze performer’s life; practice in 
the morning, then luncheon. Doing 
his act in the afternoon, then dinner. 
Doing his act in the evening, then 
supper, and finally, a well-earned 
rest. And one feels that virtually at 
every performance and even during 
the rehealsals there is chance of an 
accident. But the acrobat must earn 
his bread and butter! 

While the acting of all in this simple 
but deftly told narrative is beyond 
reproach, it is perhaps the work of 
Mary Duncan, the stage actress who 
won great praise by her portrayal of 
Poppy in ‘‘The Shanghai Gesture,’’ 
that is the outstanding individual ef- 
fort. As the temptress of Charles, 
— ——— impersonated by Charles 

Morton, she is quite fascinating, 
knowing how to use her brown eyes 
and yet doing so naturally, consider- 
ing the character she portrays. She 
is supposed to be a gay lady of im- 
mense wealth and one who is heart- 
less, especially when she encounters 
her show girl rival. 

In the early scenes Mr. Murnau 
deals with Cecchi’s Circus, run by a 
brutal drunkard. Two boys, Charles 
and Adolf, are brought to Cecchi by 
an elderly woman, who tells the leer- 
ing owner of the small circus that 
their father was an acrobat. She 
asks whether Cecchi can train them, 
for she is no longer able to care for 
them. ‘Time passes from one stage 
to another until two little girls. 
Marion and Louise, then under the 
wing of the old clown, appear with 
Charles, and Adolf as the ‘Four 
Devils.” They prosper and soon per- 
form in a circus in Paris. There are 
some compelling scenes depicting the 
exterior of the circus with the elec- 
tric-light signs calling attention to 
the ‘‘Four Devils.’’ These acrobats 
go aloft in the circus, clad in velvet 
caps and cloaks. As they are hoisted 
up to their respective trapezes, the 
cloaks flutter to the sawdust below. 

The climax is Marion’s fall: It 
happens on the night when the ‘4 
Devils” do their act without a net. 
One rather wonders why they should 
go through this act without a net on 

e last night; but they do. 

Miss Gaynor’ 8 acting is effective. 
She portrays the little soul who loves 

les no matter: what happens. 
Barry Norton. is. capital. as the 
younger male acrobat. 
gives an excellent portra 
second girl acrobat. J. Farrell Mac- 
donald,’ who made a hit in ‘‘The Iron 
Horse,’ attracts much sympathy in 
his portrait of the old.clown. But 
one could go through the whole list 
or. players congratulating one after 
another, and they probably. all know 
that they owe a great deal to that 
artist among directors,F. W. Mur- 
nau.

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YOUTH IN THE CAMPAIGN. 


Mr. Hoover took occasion yester- 
day on the visit of thirty-one mem⸗ 
bers of the-New York Young Re- 
publican Club to say a few words 
about the importance of kindling the 
interest of young men and women in 
American politics.

COUNT UCHIDA’S MISSION. 


By the frankness and sincerity 
of’ his explanation of Japan’s policy 
toward China Count UCHIDA has 
done much to clear up a prevalent 
misunderstanding. Besides reaffirm- 
ing Japan’s determination to uphold 
the policy of the Open Door in 
China, and reiterating the sympa- 
thy of the Japanese people for the 
cause of Chinese Nationalism, Count 
UCHIDA declared’ categorically that 
“Japan has no design against 
China’s sovereignty “in Manchuria.” 
The commanding position which he 
holds in. his country makes his words 
of special significance. Formerly 


sions acting Prime Minister, Count 
UCHIDA is in the United States on 
an official mission, returning to 
Japan from Paris, where he was 
sent as the personal representative 
of the Prime Minister, General 
Baron TANAKA, to sign the Kellogg- 
Briand treaty. 

It is no secret that part of his 
mission in the United States has 
been to explain those portions of 
Japan’s China policy which have not 
been understood here, He has again 
made plain, as other Japanese offi- 
cials have done, that Japan is de- 
termined to preserve peace and or- 
der in Manchuria, come what may.

‘The efficiency ofthe 
South Manchurian Railway, operated 
by. Japan, has..made possible the 
rapid’ economic development of the 
Manchurian « hinterland, .and thas 
brought, prosperity to Chinese set- 
tlers whose kin elsewhere in China 
were on the edge of starvation.

The main part of the 
business has fallen into the hands of 
a comparatively small number of 
lawyers, but they have pursued it 
by methods that are frequently rep- 
rehensible and sometimes rankly un- 
just. Parallel with it, as Justice WAs- 
SERVOGEL frankly points out, there 
has sprung up a race of agents and | 
adjusters for casualty and transpor- 
tation companies whose practices 
are as much to be condemned as are 
those of lawyers who make a spe- 
cialty of personal injuries. Both 
employ haste and something like 
duress in their contacts with the in- 
dividual victims. of accidents. The 
cunning of the ambulance chaser is 
matched by the craft of the corpora- 
tion representative. Both are equally 
condemned by Justice WASSERVOGEL. 
His report is accompanied by rec- 
ommendations which seem both apt 
and moderate: At a time when 
everybody, from the Chief Justice of 
the United States down, is urging 
the creation of more Judges, it is 
unusually refreshing to find Justice 
WASSERVOGEL declaring: “I am of 
“opinion that the courts as now 
“ manned can readily cope with pres- 
“ent calendar conditions, and that 
“ additional Justices are not required 
“in any of the courts of civil juris- 
“diction in this. department.” For 
that matter, the records show that 
the cases of this particular kind 
have already been cut down in New 
York County and the Bronx by one- 
half. This may have been largely 
due to the investigation itself, A 
few amendments of the law are pro- 
posed, along with changes in court 
rules, with the aim of both cutting 
down and penalizing fraud or op- 
pression in the handling of accident 
cases. The courts have a duty in 
the matter, especially if they are 
empowered to pass upon the con- 
tracts and the compensation of law- 
yers in such instances. A duty also 
rests upon bar associations to apply 
strictly and without favor the rules 
of professional ethics which so many 
lawyers, in dealing with the subject 
of Justice WASSERVOGEL’s compre- 
hensive investigation and admirable 
report, have frequently violated. 


MORE CENSUS FIGURING. 


The Federal Census Bureau’s 
d-year estimates of the popula- 
tion. of the principal cities of the 
United States must always be taken 
with reserve.. They do: not repre- 
sent actual enumeration of the: in- 
habitants. They constitute at best 
an “educated guess.” In nine cases 
out of ten they are worked out by 
a rule based on the average yearly 
increases in the period between two 
Federal censuses, or; in some. cases, 
between a Federal census and a 
more recent State census. The 
nearer the time comes for’ a-new 
census: to be taken, the greater the 
liability to error in the estimate 
based on the old one. Still, the 
Census Bureau, which has to meet 
the demand for per capita figures 
from year to year in the country’s 
industrial and social life, must-have 
some estimate to go by, and it does 
the best it can. 

It .calculates that on July. 1 of 
this year New York City had a 
total population of 6,017,500... That 
figure; which indicates that the me- 
tropolis has now passed the six-mil- 
lion mark, may be gratefully .ac- 
cepted by the city as a-whole, but 
is hardly likely to satisfy some. of 
its component boroughs. Manhat- 
tan, debited with a drop of nearly 
200,000 since: the State.census of 
1925, will be loath to believe that it 
has fallen so far below the two-mil- 
lion tally. Bronx - and» Queens, 
credited with 951,900 .and 854,400, 
respectively, will no doubt loudly in- 
sist that they each have at least 
one million. For an authoritative 
answer to these doubts and queries 
we shall have to wait until the Fed- 
eral census two years hence. Brook- 
lyn may rest content with. a nu- 
merical ~supremacy among the 
boroughs anicly is no longer ¢hal- 
lenged.

It is no more 
metaphysical than the attitude of 
many dry Democrats fighting hard 
for Governor SMITH in an election 
which will ‘be taken in some places 
as a prohibition referendum... It is 
no more metaphysical than the posi- 
tion of Dr. NICHOLAS MURRAY BUT- 
LER. The list could: be largely ex- 
tended. Its size makes it easier to 
understand how the Schoolmen could 
have debated such vexations of the 
mind as to whether two angels could 
dance at the same time on the peint 
of the same needle. 

Leaving others to their conclu- 
sions, and reserving his own, Sena- 
tor NorRIs is proceeding with a 
Presidential campaign as if it were 
solely .a ‘Congressional campaign 
and doing all he can to make sure 
that: Progressives will be in Con- 
gress in sufficient numbers to check 
the conservative tendencies of both 
the old parties and form a resistance 
“bloc” when the necessity arises. 
But if the. label “ progressive” is 
what means most to him, it is diffi- 
cult -to visualize him choosing 
HOOVER over SMITH. 


TRAINING AND SKILL. 


A division of opinion regarding 
the value of one kind of training as 
a preliminary to another kind re~ 
sulted in an. interesting test by 
members of the Psychological Sec- 
tion of the British Association. At 
a recent meeting the experiment 
was described. Boys of 17 or 18 
years, not working, were paid for 
their time in taking a simple test 
in manual dexterity. They were put 
into two groups as nearly equal in 
age and intelligence as possible. One 
group was then dismissed, while the 
other was trained to. use the hands 
in a more complex operation until 
great speed and skill were’ acquired: 
Then both groups were given a 
simple test similar to the first. They 
were paid on the basis of excellence, 
so all ‘did their best. If the psychol- 
ogists expected that the trained 
group would show greater dexterity 
in the new exercise than’ the’ un- 
trained boys, they were disappointed. 
There was no difference'in the abil- 
ity of the two groups to handle the 
unfamiliar. The training of one 
group was of no‘help in attacking a 
new occupation. 

This and other. experiments have 
led psychologists. to believe that 
skill resulting from training in one 
set of movements cannot be trans- 
ferred to another. Neither. is. the 
mental ‘activity: accompanying the 
muscular and nervous activity trans- 
ferable. This leads to the conclu- 
sion that training the mind along 
certain lines is of no benefit to it 
in other departments, and that. edu- 
cation in Latin is not the wholesome 
mental: discipline. it has’ long been 
thought. To contradict this attitude 
there is a great mass of evidence 
easily observable by, any one. Men 
of affairs, prominent in: ‘business, 
politics or the. professions, frequently 
change from one pursuit to another. 
People say ‘that ‘such a man’s train- 
ing on the bench, for éxample, has’ 
fitted him to séttle “baseball dis- 
putes, or that experience in one 
o *ꝛe of the Government helps him 
in an exécutive position controlling 
dissimilar matters. 

What some. of the psychologists 
seem to forget is that the mental

The main outlines 
of the story had been already de- 
duced fromthe facets known before 
the opening of the recess: 

*1. The owner of.the deposit was 
Hetepheres I, daughter of Huni, wife 
of Sneferuw ari@ mother of Cheops. 

“2. She had’ died in the reign of 
Cheops and beén buried by him in 
a tomb beside the pyramid of her 
husband at Dahshfr.

Bernard Gurin, 24 years old, of 859 
Hunts Point Avenue, the Bronx, a 
newsdealer, was shot four times and 
mortally wounded shortly after 3 
o'clock yesterday: morning as he sat 
in his parked automobile at Cam- 
brelieng . Avenue and Grote Street, 
the Bronx,- As Gurin staggered out 
of his car to the sidewalk, where he 
collapsed, his assailants, who had 
trailed him for more than a mile in

tion of Fordham Road and disap- 
peared. 

Assistant District Attorney William 
Keir of the Bronx, and detectives of 
the Bronx Park Station, who ques- 
tioned a number of Gurin’s friends 
and acquaintances during the morn- 
ing and afternoon, said the murder 
was either the result of business dif- 
ferences with other newsdealers or a 
rivalry in a love affair. 


Patrolman Hears Four Shots. 


Except for a meager description of 
the car used by the slayers, the po- 
lice had few clues. Patrolman John 
Lynch of the Bathgate Avenue Sta- 
tion, at his home at 2,213 Belmont 
Avenue, the Bronx, heard the four 
shots, He looked out of a rear win- 
dow of his apartment and saw the 
black sedan, holding several men, 
speed away. The rear of Lynch’s 
apartment looks out over the inter- 
section of Cambrelleng Avenue and 
Grote Street. 

Lynch. put on some clothes ond. ran 
to the street. Gurin was still con- 
scious but not able: to talk. Gurin’s 
assailants had disappeared and there 
was no auto in the vicinity for pur- 
suit. :

Experienced: Players, Hamilton 
Mentor Is Optimistic.

HAMILTON, N. Y., Oct. 3:—Thir- 
teen years ago this’ month, there 
stopped over in Albany. for practice 
one of the greatest aggregations of 
football players ever collected to- 
gether under one tent. It was the 
Colgate football team, en route to 
West Point and it was a team such 
as had never before and ‘has never 
since worn the Maroon with the’ pos- 
sible exception of the post-war outfit 
of 1919. 

It was on the field of the Albany 
High ‘School that the team held its 

ractice and the members. of the 
ocal eleven, who themselves aver- 
aged around 185 pounds, stood 
around and feasted their eyes on the 
giant celebrities. 

There was .one member of this 
Maroon band, Wilky Roberts was his 
name, if memory serves right, who 
sat down at an upright piano in a 
corner of the training house after 
the workout and proceeded to pound 
its keys so hard that before he had 
finished his tune the piano was out 
in the middle of the room, and no 
one else had touched it. That was 
the kind of men = played football 
for Colgate in 1915 


Squad — of Giants. 
Among these Samsons of the grid- 
iron who included Belf West, O, C. 
Anderson, Gillo, Gennesse, Hubbell 
and Nielson, and who took their or- 


ders from Larry Bankart and Dr. 
Ellery C. Huntington, there was a 
barrel chested four-squared _ tackle 
who was to be .added to Walter 
Camp’s all-American roster by the 
end of the season 

Alongside of the towering West, he 
looked like a. pigmy, longitudinally, 
but in the —— of his shoulders 
and the prodi —— of his strength, 
as well as e cold fearlessness of 
his spirit, he measured up to any 
man that ever ceed on a pair of 
cleated shoes. 1 Abell was his 
name. 

For a number of years after the 
war Abell. dropped from.sight, do- 
ing coaching ‘work at Virginia, Mis- 
sissippi A. and M., V.- I. and 
Sewanee. Three years ago he was 
summoned to Hamilton to assist 
Dick Harlow, and in 1926, thanks to 
the foresightedness of William Reid, 

duate manager of athletics at 

Olgate, he was asked by his college 
to create the rõle of director of 
freshman athletics. 

Two years of particulafly. distin- 
guished service in this work during 
which, as freshman. coach, he de- 
veloped a large number of fine pros- 
pects for the varsity, brought de- 
served recognition ‘to Abell, and 
when, at the end of the 1927 season, 
George Hauser informed the athletic 
authorities here that he could not 
take the time from his medical 
studies to continue as head coach, 
the job was given to the logical man, 
to Abell. 


Abell Sets High Standards. 


There is no coach in the game who 
has higher standards or sets a finer 
example for his men both on and 
off the field than Earl Abell, and 


that is why he is getting such whole- 
hearted support;from them and why 
Colgate’s hopes: are so high for the 
future. 

The young héad coach has demon- 
strated in his work with the fresh- 
men his ability to teach men to play 
football as he played it, and. given 
the material, Colgate can look to him 
to maintain the position of prestige 
that the Maroon .has held in spite 
of. its small enrolment for fifteen 
years. 

Last year, partly owing to the 
physical disablement of her two out- 
standing backs, Duke Shaughnessey 
and George Brewer, Colgate did not 
enjoy any great amount of success, 
considerably less than had been 
hoped for after the. splendid’ record 
of Hauser’s first eleven in 1926. 
There were some first-class men on 
that team, but unfortunately for 
Abell, most of them have departed.

The committee of towboat ém- 
ployes who are seeking higher wages 
and improved working conditions 
from, the so-called independent group 
of boat owners in the harbor laid 
their revised proposal before the em- 
ployers yesterday at a second meet- 
ing, received a counter-proposal, dis- 
cussed the situation for two hours 
with the employers’ committee and 
retired late in the afternoon to .con- 
sider the employers’ offer. 

Captain William A. Maher, Chair- 
man of the employes, said latér ‘that 
the day’s conference had had no 
results that brought a settlenient/,, 
mearer and that the committees 
would mect again tomorrow at 3 
P. M. at the New York Towboat Ex- 
change, 11 Moore Street. In the 
meantime the proposals which were 
made yesterday will be considered 
by both groups. 

‘“‘We have not agreed on any- 
thing,” said Captain Maher, ‘‘but we 
have not disagreed either. Both com- 
mittees have shown a willingness to 
consider counter-proposals, but we 
havé gone no further than consider- 
ing ‘them.”’’ 

Most of the conference yesterday 
was spent in discussing the workers’ 
demand that their working day start 
at 7 A. M. and continue to 5 P: M., 
pay to be at the rate of time and a 
half for all work done before or after 
those hours. The representatives of 
the towboat owners refused to grant 
this demand. They held that tow- 
boats may be cuiied into action at 
any hour, depending on weather or 
the yolume of business. They agreed 
that time and a half for work done 
after a ten-hour day was justified, but 
insisted that there shall be no fixed 
limits for the day. 

The. employes. contend that un- 
der present conditions they are un- 
able to have any home life because 
they are subject to call to work at 
any hour at regular pay, day or 
pight. 

The results of tomorrow’s meeting 
will be reported Sunday to a mass 
meeting of the employes. It is under- 
stood that the men are prepared to 
strike if unable to obtain satisfac- 
tory conditions from their employ- 


ers. About 5,060 employes are in- 
volved. 


WILL URGE JERSEY CANAL. 


Porter ‘to 
State Chamber Meeting Today. 


Resolutions favoring the construc- 
tion of a sea-level canal across New 
Jersey to connect with the inter- 
coastal waterway along the Atlantic 
seaboard will be introduced today at 
the monthly meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the State of New 
York by H. Hobart Porter, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Internal 
Trade and Improvement. 

The Board of Army Engineers and 
the Secretary of War favored the 
construction of such a canal in 53. 
Mr. Porter says in his report, 
New Jersey appropriated 5 Gb0 BOD 
for the purchase of a right of way. 

The construction of the canal,’’ 
Mr. Porter said, ‘‘is a most important 
link in our intezcoastal waterway 
system. It would not only be of efo- 
nomic value but of inestimable im. 
portance for national defense.’
